LOS ANGELES, Oct. 25.—Col. 
Robert R. McCormick, publisher of 
the Chicago Tribune, said here last 
night that “one act of Congress has 
purported to wipe out our Consti- 
tution and our inherited rights.” 

Addressing the eleventh annual 
conference of the Western States 
Taxpayers’ Association, McCormick 
described “the present scheme of 
Government control of industry and 
trade” as a recrudescence of the 
“medieval English Star Chamber 


form of government.” “Procedure 
under the National Recovery Act

“From a Democratic people gov- 
erning themselves and electing rep- 
resentatives,” he said, “we are to- 
day little if any befter than a na, 
tion ofgsubjects, dominated and 
domineéred over by an army of of- 
ficials modeled afte> Russia, » Daly 
and Germany. ae 

“Procedure under the National 
Recovery Act runs beyond this an- 
cient procedure which in time de- 
veloped so many defects and be- 
came such a convenient instrument 
of personal government that its 
abolition was one of the primary 
demands in the progress of the En- 
glish people toward their goal of 
liberty. 

“A year ago citizens, you were 
doing business subject to the gen- 
eral laws of the country, but pro- 
tected by some supposedly invinci- 
ble principles. Your property was 
your own and for the most part you 
did not need a lawyer to advise you 
whether you might or might not 
buy or sell, at what price you must 
mark each article, how much you 
could produce, what you might or 
might not do to stop losses or re- 
duce your inventories. 

“Your case is different now. You 
must sign an agreement or take a 
code. You need a lawyer because 
there are so many codes. And, as 
you sit at your books, the shadow 
of a Government agent, regulator, 
judge and jailer combined, sits with 
you. Your business is full of crim- 
inal law; new law by edict, defin- 
ing new crimes. 

“You have no inviolable property 
rights. You have no right of con- 
tract. You cannot be guided by ex- 
perience. You must ignore the law 
of supply and demand. You must 
obey the Administrator. 

“Neither you nor any other citi- 
zen of the United States has ever 
had such a thing happen to him 
before in his own country, not since 
1775, not even under the Sedition 
Act. 

“Whatever may ve said for the 
purposes of the Recovery Act, such 
are its consequences,”

Wiggin conferred briefly with Pe- 
cora before giving him copies of the 
letter.

Testimony before the committee 
disclosed that Wiggin was given a 
contract ‘or $100,000 a year for life 
when he retired Jan. 1, this year. 
He had received during his active 
service a salary running as high as

AKRON, O., Oct. 25.—After ma- 
neuvering through gusty winds and 
rain squalls for nine and one-half 
hours, the Graf Zeppelin floated 
down to the Akron airdock shortly 
after 5 a. m. today for a landing. 

Snow began swirling about the 


dirigible as the. ground crew com- 
pleted the task of fastening the ship 
to a mooring mast. The ground 
workers hauled the Graf into the 
haven of the air dock, wheré prep- 
arations had been made for the 21 
passengers and the crew of 47 of- 
ficers and men to disembark. 

All through the night the Ger- 
man ship had awaited a lull in the 
weather to make a refueling stop 
here on its trip to the Century of 
Progress Exposition in Chicago. 

Arrices at 7:33 P. M. 

From 7:33 p. m. when the silvery 
craft was guided over the base at 
which the American air cruisers, 
Akron and Macon were built, her 
skipper, Dr. Hugo Eckener, had 
matched his skill against rain 
squalls and chill winds, which at 
times reached a velocity of 45 miles 
an hour. 

Thousands gathered at the air- 
port last night to see the Graf com- 
plete a journey of about 22 hours 
from Miami, Fla., whence she had 
arrived from Brazil after an un- 
eventful ocean crossing from Fried- 
richshafen, Germany, her home 
port. 

The winds which swept the air- 
port kept the great craft dodging 
through the murky skies, with her 
motors turning over just enough to 
compensate for wind drift. 

Dr. Eckener announced as he de- 
scended from the control car that 
he would take off for Chicago at 11 
p. m., wéather permitting. 

To Leave for Spain Saturday. 

“We'll make a slow trip to Chi- 
cago,” he said, “landing about 9 
o’clock tomorrow morning. We'll 
start our return trip to Akron 30 
minutes later, arriving here about 
3 o’clock tomorrow afternoon. Then, 
at 8 o’clock Saturday we'll take off 
for Seville and Friedrichshafen.” 

“Why didn’t you land last night 
in some of the lulls,” Eckener was 
asked. 

“We could land,” he replied with 
a gesture of the hands, “but it 
would be impossible to dock the 
ship after we had moored it to the 
mast. So it was just as well that 
we stay aloft until this morning. 
The baby had a bath up there, too.” 

The baby referred to was Billy 
Munson, 10% months old, who with 
a brother and sister and his par- 
ents, made the trip to Akron from 
Rio de Janeiro. 

Dr. Eckener denied reports from 
Miami that a Cuban member of 
the ground crew there had stowed 
away aboard his ship.

NAVY MEN

STORY OF ACCIDENT

With Freighter N ear San

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 0— 
Three Navy men, including two 
officers, were killed in the crash 
of the U. 8S. 8. Chicago and 
the British freighter Silver Palm, 
110 miles south of here, yesterday. 
The cruiser is proceeding to Mare 
Island Naval Yard to get a 40-foot 
hole in its port bow repaired. 

The two ships collided at 8 a. m.

Fred- 
erick S. Chappelle, United States 
Marine Corps, Waterloo, N. V. He 
was alive and conscious, but died 
six hours later in the hospital of 
internal injuries and compound 
fractures of both legs. 

The crushed body of Lieut. Har- 
old A. MacFarlane, U. 8S. N. of 
Haverhill, Mass., was found as the 
ship entered this port, 12 hours 
later. His stateroom had been 
wrecked. 

Machinist Joseph A. Oehlers, U. 
5S. N., Camden, N. J., was found in 
the wreckage of a passageway, an 
arm fractured and a hand mashed 
so badly the arm was amputated 
just below the elbow. : 


Description of Collision.

Senators Casey and Joffee 
of Kansas City Lead Op- 


position to Increase of 
$12,000,000.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 2— 
The opposition to Gov, Park’s pro- 
gram for revenue increases was 
opened in the Sénate today by Sen- 
ators Casey and Joffee, Democrats 
of Kansas City, demonstrating that 
the Legislature will not accept un- 
questionably the Governor’s recom- 
mendations for tax —— 
amounting to about $12,000,000 a 
year. 

Joffee’s position was that $8,000,- 
000 of additional revenue ‘would 
provide sufficient funds to meet the 
requirements for aid to the unem- 
ployed and aid to _ the public 
schools. 

Casey opposed action by any com- 
mittee of the Senate on any part 
of the Governor’s broad program 
until after a decision had been 
reached on the tax to be imposed 
on liquor and the increase in the 
tax on 3.2 per cent beer. Both 
Joffee and Casey insisted that there 
should be further reductions in the 
salaries of State employes and in 
the expenses of the State Govern- 
ment, and that the State’s budget 
should be balanced by savings and 
not by increases in taxes. 


Wants Further Reductions. 

Casey emphasized his opposition 
to the entire revenue program by 
the statement that in his opinion 
the only excuse for convening the 
Legislature in special session was 
the need for the passage of a liquor 
control bill. 

Joffee said that while there had 
been reductions in many State de- 
partments, there had been few in 
departments headed by elective 
State officials, and that the State 
reductions had not been in the 
Same proportion as reductions in 
Kansas City and some other cities 
and counties. 

Joffee’s position was that the 
Governor had not given to the 
Legislature information to justify 
his recommendations other than 
$5,000,000 for unemployment relief. 

“We cannot ignore the necessity 
for this relief,” he said. “In Kan- 
ses City approximately 8000 fam- 
ilies, 30,000 persons, are on the re- 
lief rolls. In St. Louis there are 
25,000 families, or 100,000 persons. 

Opposition to Sales Tax. 

“We probably shall need $3,000,- 
000 for the public schools. That will 
make $8,000,000 in all if the State's 
budget is taken care of by reduc- 
tion in expenses.” 

Joffee announced his opposition 
to the Governor’s proposal for a 
1 per cent gales tax, which, he said, 
was “economically unsound and 
would fall heaviest on those least 
able to pay.” 

He has introduced bills to tax 
liquor, electricity and gas, and to 
permit cities and counties to im- 
pose a license tax on sellers . of 
liquor. These taxes, he said, would 
produce the needed revenue. 

Senator Haymes, Springfield, 
voiced approval of Casey’s position 
in favor of first taking up the tax 
on liquor and delaying action on 
other proposed taxes.

Sir George Paish, English Economist, Doubts 
Whether Any Country Can Remain 


on Gold 


Standard. :

NOTTINGHAM, England, Oct, 25. 
—Sir George Paish, the economist, 
declared in a speech here yesterday 
that President Roosevelt’s efforts 
to expand the income of America 
was having serious. reactions all 
over the world. : soe 

It is very doubtful, he added, 
whether any country would be able 
to remain on the gold standard. . 

Sir George’s. speech followed a 
pessimistic trend throughout. . He 
said the present world economic 
situation was not so much a crisis 
as a catastrophe. 

“It is an amazing thing to say, 
but as a result of the war the 
world is bankrupt,” he said. “For 
the first time in history practically 
every nation in the world excepting 
Switzerland and Holland is bank- 
rupt or virtually has been through 
the bankruptcy court.” 

The Speaker exemplified this con- 
dition by pointing to present condi- 
tions in America. He said this 
great creditor nation was bankrupt 
in so far as it was unable to meet 
its liabilities in the currencies in 
which it had agreed to pay. He 
said Britain was in the same posi- 
tion, inasmuch as her debts were 
contracted in gold pounds at 2 
shillings per pound and were being 
repaid at the rate of 14 shillings 
per pound. 

Suggesting remedies, Paish said 
nations must meet in a spirit of 
co-operation and not a t of 
bargaining. He said they wanted 
America to forgive interallied 
debts, participate in a League of 
Nations so strong that it would 
assure peace, and open her. trade 
to the world on equal terms. 

If peace and prosperity is to be 
secured there must be equal oppor- 
tunity for trade in all countries, 
none having special privileges, 
Paish said. 


ENGLISH COMMENT 
ON ‘RUBBER DOLLAR’

LONDON, Oct. 25.—British finan- 
cial writers studied what they 
called President Roosevelt’s new 
plans for a managed currency, &

The Times yesterday sent edi- 
torially a “managed” currency could 
not be reconciled with restoration 
of the gold standard, with sound 
currency, or with a-revalued dollar. 

It declared there were “ambigui- 
ties, even apparent contradictions,” 
in the President’s announcement of 
the plan, and concluded that Mr.

Stabilization, commented. the 
Morning Post, was still a long way 
off. “Even an apparently stable 
price level is no guarantee of a 
healthy underlying condition,” it 
added. 

“If America follows Roosevelt’s 
course this generation is unlikely 
to see restoration of a uniform in- 
ternational standard,” said the 
Post’s editorial, headlined “rubber 
dollar.” “Most countries desire to 
return to the gold standard,” it 
went on, “and there will then be 
two standards—a gold standard and

FAVOR STERILIZATION 


Law Which Becomes Effec- 
tive Jan. 4.

BERLIN, Oct. 25.—A majority of 
specialists discussing the Nazi ster- 
ilization law at a meeting of the 
German Gynecological Society to- 
day hailed the new measures as 
eugenically recommendable. The 
law becomes effective Jan. 1, 1934.

State Supreme Court Removes 
Objection by Collateral 
' Heirs. 


The Missouri Supreme Court, which 
early this month adopted the re- 


-port of a special commissioner find- 


ing Hugh W. Thomasson insane, 
withdrew the adoption today on its 
own motion and entered a new or- 
der accepting only the finding that 
St. Louis courts have jurisdiction in 
administering Thomasson’s estate. 
Its action removes a ground of 


: objection raised by attorneys for a 


group of collateral heirs, who at- 
tempted to prevent the admission 
to probate of a will Thomasson 
made in 1926. The will was ad- 
mitted to probate in St. Louis yes- 
terday. 

The heirs, however, have filed a 
will contest on the ground that 
Thomasson was insane “when he 
drew up the document, leaving the 
bulk of his estate to the public 
schools of Missouri. 

The Supreme Court, in its new 
order, states that the commis- 
sioner’s report “ranged far béyond 
and outside the issues in the case,” 
which were those of jurisdiction as 
betweén St. Louis courts and those’ 
of St. Louis County. The new or- 
der establishes that Thomasson 
was a resident of St. Louis and 
that his cousins, Mrs. Ella F. 
Bolles and Miss Elmira Townsend, 
were duly appointed administrators 
in St. Louis Probate Court shortly 
after his death. 

The report was originally adopt- 
ed on stipulation of attorneys for 
both sides, after the relatives had 
made a $50,000 settlement with 
Thomasson’s young wife, Mrs. 
Grace C. Thomasson, to withdraw 
her claims. The commissioner also 
found Thomasson’s marriages were 
invalid, a point held to be outside 
the issue in the latest ruling. 

In admitting the will to probate, 
Judge Holtcamp of St. Louis held 
that he could not consider the ques- 
tion of Thomasson’s sanity but only 
whether the will was duly executed 
according to law. The will was 
filed Oct. 9, after being found 
among the private papers of Thome. 
asson’s former attorney, Randolph 
Laughlin. Mrs. Bolles and Miss 
Townsend head the group of heirs 
who have filed the contest.

3,000,000 Back to Work. 

“The NRA has succeeded in se- 
curing re-employment for more 
people than I thought possible,” the 
secretary declared, adding that at 
least 3,000,000 people have gone 
back to work because of NRA 
codes. 

“The changes in wages rates,” she 
continued, “do not necessarily rep- 
resent an increase in average week- 
ly earnings of workers, but they do 
represent shorter hours with no pay 
cut and added jobs for thousands.” 

Comparison of average hours 
worked per week in 15 manufac- 
turing industries for which data 
are available shows a decrease in 
the hours wor):ed in 11, with an in- 
crease in the average hourly wages 
of employes in those industries. 

Payrolls for all industries showed 
a $10,000,000 increase in September 
as compared with August, and 620,- 
000 of the unemployed were re- 
stored to jobs, according to Depart- 
ment of Labor figures. 


Increased Wage Rates. 


Increases in wage rates averag- 
ing 21 per cent and affecting 358, 
224 employes were reported in Sep- 
tember by 1937 of the 18,330 manu- 
facturing establishments reporting. 

Among the industries showing de- 
creases in the average hourly wage 
rates in September as compared 
with August were the telephone 
and telegraph industry and anthra- 
cite coal mining. Dr. Isador Lubin, 
chief of the Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics, attributed the decrease in 
the former industry to an abnormal 
“boom” experienced by the indus- 
try in July and August. He de- 
clared the decrease in the average 
Wages paid to anthracite workers 
was due to increase in production. 
This, he said, resulted in the em- 
ployment of additional less skilled 
workers who were paid less.

MEETING ON 


HOUSING PLAN 


Invites Plan Commission to 


Present Proposal That 
City Undertake It With 
Federal Aid. 


Mayor Dickmann today invited 
the City Plan Commission to pre- 
sent at his meeting with heads of 
city departments this afternoon its 
request that the city ask the Fed- 
eral Government for a large grant 
of funds for a housing project in 
the city’s blighted areas. 

The Mayor asked Comptroller 
Nolte and President Neun of the 
Board of Aldermen, who with him 
form the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment, to listen to the 
commission’s plan, to be presented 
by Harland Bartholomew, engineer 
for the commission. At a meeting 
of the commission yesterday, Chair- 
man E. J. Russell, President Brown 
of the Board of Public Service, and 
Bartholomew, were appointed a 
committee to lay the matter before 
the city officials. 

Dickman Doubtful. 

Giving his first impression of the 
proposal, the Mayor said he did not 
believe the city should “go into the 
real estate business.” He said he 
would have no objection to a plan 
which could be financed by Gov- 
ernment grants and local private 
funds, or by Government grants en- 
tire, but he doubted whether city 
funds could be put into such an 
enterprise. 

Bartholomew's estimate is that 
one large-scale neighborhood hous- 
ing unit would involve an invest- 
ment of $5,000,000 or $6,000,000. He 
cites the action of Cleveland, in 
obtaining a Federal grant of more 
than $10,000,000 for housing, to 
match not more than $2,000,000 ad- 
vanced by Cleveland banks which 
held mortgages on realty in the 
district to be improved. 

Need for Quick Action. 

In his report te the commission 
on the need for such a project and 
possible procedure, Bartholomew 
| said: “Since it is expected that the 
entire Government program of pub- 
lic works will be completed by Dec. 
1, the present opportunity will be 
lost unless the matter is initiated 
immediately.” 

Stating that “ the blighted dis- 
tricts of St. Louis are probably 
greater than those of any other 
large American city,” Bartholomew 
in his report told of surveys made 
by a group of unemployed archi- 
tects and draftsmen,in three select- 
ed tracts of 60 to 70 acres each. 
The boundaries of these tracts are: 
Ninth, Fourteenth, North Market 
and Tyler streets; Chouteau and 
Park avenues, Seventh and Twelfth 
streets; and Franklin avenue, 
O’Fallon, Fourteenth and Twentieth 
streets. 

Estimates on Rental. 

For the North Market-Tyler dis- 
trict, plans have been prepared 
showing a neighborhood unit area, 
and a unified plan of building ar- 
rangement. These plans have been 
carried into sufficient detail, Bar- 
tholomew said, to indicate the ren- 
tal which will be possible. He fig- 

| ured this possible rental at $5.39 a 
room per month, including heat. 

Present rentals in the blighted 
areas, he said, are $3.32 to $4.45 a 
room a month, without heat. The 
cost of heat for a three-room ten- 
ancy is figured at $25 a month in 
the winter, or more than 80 cents 
a room a month throughout the 
year. This would bring the rents 
now paid to a range of $4.12 to 
$5.25 a week, the latter being nearly 
as high as the estimated cost for 
modern accommodations. 

Rentals much above $5 a room a 
month, Bartholomew says in his re- 
port, will be beyond the means of 
low-income families. “No large 
scale attack on the blighted district 
problem can be made on any other 
basis” than that of low rents, he 
says. . 

Quotes Ickes’ View. 

Bartholomew cites in his report 
the statement of Secretary of the 
Interior Ickes, Public Works Ad- 
ministrator, that “the reform of our 
housing on a tremendous scale” 
must take first place in the works 
of economic reconstruction. 

“In support of this view,” Bar- 
tholomew says, “the Administrator 
has already authorized loans for 
low-cost housing projects in numer- 
ous cities. One comparatively small 
loan has been tentatively author- 
ized in St. Louis.” (This is a refer- 
ence to the Neighborhood Gardens 
plan for a block of model homes 
in the district north of Franklin 
avenue and east of Jefferson ave- 
nue, for which a loan of $500,000 
has been allotted.) 

The three local 
Bartholomew said, “show surpris- 
ing uniformity” in their present 
character, and the study of them

Born at St. Charles 51 years ago, 
the eighth in a family of nine chil- 
dren of a well-to-do physician, 
Bruere studied at Washington, Chi- 
cago and Cornell Universities be- 
fore going to Boston for a Harvard 


est in social and economic prob- 
lems led him to organize the High- 
land Union Workingmen’s Club, and 
through this came to the attention 
of Stanley McCormick of the In- 
ternational Harvester Co. : 

McCormick engaged him to work 
out an industrial welfare program 
for that company, and he became 
director of its Workmen’s Club and 
Technical School. 

Going to New York in 1905 he be- 

came connected with the Associa- 
tion for Improving the Condition of 
the Poor, and soon was director of 
the Bureau of City Betterment, 
which developed into the Bureau 
of Municipal Research. 
In that work Bruere became ac- 
quainted with John Purroy Mitch- 
el, and when Mitchel was elected 
Mayor of New York on the fusion 
ticket in 1914, Bruere was his right 
hand man. He was named City 
Chamberlain, a post which paid 
$12,000 a year, but carried with it 
few administrative duties and was 
chiefly conspicuous because the 
holder of that office was delegated 
te meet distinguished visitors to the 
city. 

Has His Job Abolished. 
Bruere had not held the office 
long before he shocked the poli- 
ticians by calling attention to the 
fact that it served no useful pur- 
pose, and recommending that it be 
abolished, a request which the State 
Legislature made effective two 
years later. But while the duties 
of the City Chamberlain were not 
onerous, Bruere was active in as- 
sisting Mitchel to reorganize the 
city government, a task to which he 
applied himself so vigorously that 
his opponents referred to him as 
“vice mayor.” 
When the American Metal Co. 
was taken over during the war by 
the Alien Property Custodian, 
Bruere became president of that 
$25,000,000 German concern, re- 
maining as its head until 1923 when 
he was chosen vice-president of the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Co. 
Consulted on St. Louis Charter. 
Throughout his career he has re- 
tained his intérest in municipal 
government, which, he once de- 
clared in St. Louis, “should be good 
government, not because it ig pious, 
but because it is convenient and 
profitable.” He was consulted when 
the new charter for St. Louis was 
being drafted in 1914, and for years 
was an advocate of the commission 
form of government. 

As chairman of the Committee on 
Railway Investments of the Na- 
tional Savings Bank Association, 
Bruere appeared last year before 
the National Transportation Com- 
mittee, of which Calvin Coolidge 
was chairman, to urge that “per- 
suasive pressure” be brought to 
bear on railroads to consolidate. 

He has visited occasionally at St. 
Charles, while making his home in 
New York, although no members 
of the immediate family now 
live there. His father, Dr. J. E. 
Bruere, died in 1912, and with his 
mother is buried in the family lot 
at Oak Grove Cemetery at St. 
Charles. Theodore Bruere, presi- 
dent of the St. Charles Savings 
Bank, and Francis C. Becker, co- 
receiver for the St. Mary’s Oil En- 
gine Co. of St. Charles, are cousins.

However, they are filed un- 
der the name of the company, 
Riehl. explained, and if a substan- 
tial number against any employer 
are received, an investigation wil! 
be made.

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_ UNCHARTED SEAS. 

The months that. have intervened since President 
Roosevelt sent his note to the London economic con- 
ference have not abated his faith in a new kind of 
dollar. He said in that note: 


Revaluation of the dollar in terms of commod- 
ilies is an end from which the Government and 


He stands now where he stood then, and the Unit- 
ed States is in consequence launched upon uncharte 
seas. We have no means of knowing whether gold bears, 
the relation to commodity prices which the Presi- 
dent’s advisers believe it bears. It is a debate that 
has been going on in the world for centuries. If 
what the President’s advisers believe is true, the de- 
pressions which the world has suffered have often 
been due to a defective fiscal system. That is, we 
have want in the midst of plenty. Is this nécessary? 

Our instinctive feeling is that it is not. This 
has been the feeling of humankind over hundreds 
of years. Nothing has ever been done to test the 
theory that if the value of money fluctuated with 
the value of commodities, there could be no such 
anomaly. The farmer would not be trying to pay his 
debts with a 5@cent dollar, and the home owner 
would not be trying to meet his fixed obligations 
with a reduced income. 

It is just possible that we are upon the verge of 
a great discovery. If the President’s advisers are 
right, and a managed currency can be made to fluctu- 
ate with commodities, then we will have discovered 
something which the world will be quick. to adopt. 
There was not much support for such a theory when 
Prof. Irving Fisher published his book advocating a 
compensated dollar. There is a habit of thought 
with respect to money that dislikes innovation. We 
had occasion to observe how sturdy this fixedness of 
thought is in the silver campaign of 1896. Neverthe- 
less, the theory that a managed currency can be made 
to do what money has never done has steadily gained 
ground. It is not the President’s advisers alone who 
believe it. The Committee for the Nation, which in- 
cludes bankers, industrialists and economists, also be- 
lieves it. 

What the United States is doing is a form of infla- 
tion. So has the pumping of some 12 billion dollars 
of Government credit into the national economy been 
a form of inflation. There are perfectly sincere op- 
ponents to all such inflationist devices; but the 
weakness of the opposition is that it suggests only 
economy as a means of getting the country out of 
the depression. It suggests that by some miracle of 
parsimony a people who got themselves 200 billions 
in debt by extravagant spending can pay back what 
is now actually a much larger sum by being thrifty. 
It is absurd to say so. [It may be the most respectable 
thing in economics, jut it is nevertheless absurd. The 
country cannot throw off the great burden of debt 
which rests upon it except by some such device as 
that selected by the President’s advisers. 

It is not a pleasant task that confronts the Gov- 
ernment. It cannot stand upon the sfatus quo ata 
time when farm prices are so low that the agricul- 
tural population is at the point of revolt, when ex- 
porters are tormented by the upset abroad, and 
when all that part of the recovery program already 
afoot waits upon cheaper money to put over the 
whole. The Government cannot venture upon such an 
uncharted course without assuming immense risks. 
What the President’s advisers believe could be 
practicable only under the closest control. By sound 
money we mean at bottom that which retains its 
value though all else perish. The money which the 
President’s advisers propose to give us cannot be 
sound money in that sense. It can be sound only in 
the sense of being controlled. It is not unfair for all 
of us to have our doubts upon this score. How could 
we be without the greatest possible apprehension 
when there is no guide in history to such an emprise 
as that upon which we have embarked? : 
Perhaps this is the way in which a great discovery 
is to come. If so, our apprehensions are not too 
much to pay. Meanwhile, we can only hope that 
speculative philosophy in the most stubborn of fields 
will find its way out. Want in the midst of plenty 
has been a social phenomenon since the time of Nehe- 
miah. That it will always baffle human wisdom is 
hard to believe. A generation that has seen the 
scourge of yellow fever swept from the earth is not 
skeptical at heart of any human aspiration, even 
one so perplexing as that with which the President 
and his advisers are at grips. ' 

It is too late to turn back. We can urge only pru- 
dence and a firm hand at the helm. The President 
is not, as we all well know, an inflationist in any 
reckless semse. He has merely put off from shores 
that had become untenable, and he has got away in 
high spirits. After all, there are plenty of undis- 
covered worlds.

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THE UTILITIES VS. THE PEOPLE. 

The shock troops of the private utility interests 
‘are arriving in Jefferson City to fight that part of 
the Governor’s program which encourages and makes 
feasible municipal ownership of gas, electric and 
water plants. They are prepared to use all of those 
lobbying methods, surreptitious as well as open, by 
which they captured control of the Legislature at the 
last regular session and forced passage of the no- 
torious- Buford bill, later vetoed by the Governor. 
Then they were the aggressors; now they are on the 
defensive, and there is no doubt about the despera- 
tion which will animate their campaign. , 

As it happens, the public ownership fight is really 
a by-product of the Governor’s program. The need 
for State co-operation with the national public works. 
program, as part of the fight against unemployment, 
has accidentally placed the Governor upon the side 
of municipal ownership. He is interested primarily 
in recovery, and one of the means of recovery is, by 
building municipal! plants, to give work to idle men. 
Having taken his position, however, the Governor 
intends to defend it with all his power. He is pre- 
pared to give the utility lobby the fight it is looking 
for, and there is no doubt about the outcome. The 
Governor will win. 
He will win because the Legislature will not dare 
to scuttle the ship at so critical a time as this. It 
will not dare to wreck a program on which the hope 
of the State for recovery depends. It would be po- 
litical suicide for the legislators to return home and 
confess by their actions that Missouri is governed by 
the utility lobby. The people of hundreds of Mis- 
souri communities, waiting for the opportunity to 
get their unemployed citizens off the relief rolls, are 
watching Jefferson City eagerly. They will not. brook 
the domination of the small, selfish group that, in 
this emergency, hovers over the Legislature like 
birds of prey. 
One of the greatest obstacles to the spread of mu- 
nicipal ownership in Missouri has been the constitu- 
tional debt limit. The Governor proposed to hurdle 
it by authorizing communities to issue revenue bonds, 
payable from the proceeds of the plants they are used 
to build. Such bonds do not constitute debt in the 
meaning of the Constitution. Another obstacle is the 
provision that a two-thirds majority is required in 
bond elections. The Governor would reduce the re- 
quirement to a simple majority. 
Twice this year the City of St. Charles*has held 
elections on a proposal to issue bonds for a munici- 
pal electric plant. Both times the proposal passed by 
a large majority, but fell just a little short of the 
necessary two-thirds. Other communities have had 
the same experience. Yet when a utility goes into 
a community with an application for a franchise, 
an issue of equal gravity to the question of public 
ownership, it need only obtain the assent of a ma- 
jority of the voters. Gov. Park’s comment on this 
situation is as follows: 


It is unthinkable that a gas company, an elec: 
tric’ light and power company or waterworks 
corporation should be given rights and these 
same rights should be denied the citizen. May 
the time never come in Missouri when the crea- 
ture is greater than the creator, when public 
service corporations are more powerful than the 
people. J 
That is an admirable and accurate statement of 
the issue. The fight is on. It is the utilities versus 


the people, and there can be only one outcome. 
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A FRIEND OF REFORESTATION IN THE OZARKS. 
Missouri, in particular, is indebted to Maj. R. Y. 
Stuart, chief of the National Forest Service, who died 
in a fall in Washington. For, while this State does 
not yet possess a national forest, it is due in no small 
measure to the work of Maj. Stuart that two Federal 
tree preserves have been authorized for the Ozarks. 
A veteran worker in the Forest Service, Maj. Stuart 
long ago pointed out that Missouri was ideally suited 
to national forest areas and to systematic commer- 
cial reforestation. He repeatedly called attention to 
the fact that Missouri contains millions of acres_bet- 
ter adapted to timber production than to any other 
permanent economic use. His long letter of last 
spring to Senator Clark, explaining what prevented 
the Federal Government from acquiring forest land in 
Missouri and answering the ill-advised objections of 
Ozark land owners, was a strong factor in the prog- 
ress toward this desirable goal during the past few 
months. If Maj. Stuart did not live to see our na- 
tional forests established, he had the satisfaction of 
knowing that Missouri had at last realized its ob- 
ligation to its trees. : 
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MR. WALDRON’S DISMISSAL. 


J. Clark Waldron, economics teacher, has lost his 
job at Beaumont High School because of his activities 
in behalf of the clothing strikers last summer. In his 
comment on the failure of the Board of Education 
to reemploy Mr. Waldron, Supt. ‘Gerling said that 
his behavior brought St. Louis schools into oppro- 
brium. On one occasion, while picketing a clothing 
firm, Mr. Waldron was arrested, but the case was 
dismissed next day for want of evidence. While 
stating his belief that Mr. Waldron’s arrest was il 
legal, Mr. Gerling says ‘a school teacher has no right 
to place himself in a position inviting arrest.” 

We are unable to share Mr. Gerling’s point of 
view. Since when has it become opprobrious for a 
teacher, or anyone else, to be an active participant 
in a labor dispute? It is a peculiar standard of de- 
corum which decrees that a teacher must isolate him- 
self from the actualities of-life and must refrain 
from putting into practice his views on a highly im- 
portant public question. What clothing strikers in 
St. Louis fought for, and, in the case of the men’s 
clothing strike, are still fighting for, is recognition 
of their union—a principle embodied in the Recovery 
Act. Yet, in aiding them to obtain a legal right, Mr. 
Waldron is accused of bringing “unfortunate noto- 
riety” upon the schools. 

ft is a false kind of respectability which is capa- 
ble of such a phrase as that, and we protest against 
it. The Waldron dismissal is a blow to academic free- 
dom. It serves notice on St. Louis teachers that 
their opinions and behavior, though wholly outside 
of the classroom, are subject to censorship and pun- 
ishment.

Relations With Russia 


HE opening up of negotiations with 
T soviet Russia is not merely the result 

of a modification of American policy. 
Since the Wilson administration, in the Col- 
by note of Aug. 10, 1920, declared against 
the recognition of Russia, there has been 
within Russia.a radical change of Commun- 
ist policy. President Roosevelt is dealing 
with a different Russian Government from 
the Russian Government that President Wil- 
son refused to recognize. The decisive dif- 
ference has been brought about by the vic- 
tory of Stalin and his doctrine of “Social- 
ism in a single country” over Trotzky and 
those who hold the doctrine that Commun- 
ism cannot succeed in Russia unless there 
is a world revolution. 

It is this change in Russian policy, now 
apparently established and consolidated, 
that removes the only real obstacle there 
has ever been to the recognition of Russia. 
The problem of the debts and of damages 
for property confiscated has never been a 
diffitult one. The real obstacle has always 
been the doctrine of world revolution held 
by the Third International, of which the 
Russian Communist party is the chief com- 
ponent. Even those Americans who reject 
the idea that diplomatic recognition of a 
government implies moral approval of that 
government have regarded Russia as a spe- 


cial case, because they saw in the Third In- 


ternational an organized agency, closely al- 
lied with the Soviet Government, which pro- 
claimed its intention of overthrowing Ameri- 


can institutions. 
. * * 


This obstacle to recognition could not have 
been removed by mere formal promises of 
the Soviet Government. It has been removed, 
to the satisfaction of most close observers, 
by the long political struggle in Russia that 
has ended in the downfall of the world rev- 
oiutionists and the practical repudiation of 
the Third International. 

Anyone who wishes to acquaint himself 
with the main facts of this internal Russian 
struggle can find them clearly set forth in 
Michael T. Florinsky’s “World Revolution 
and the U. 8. S. R.” It appears that Com- 
munist writers have been arguing for at. 
least 30 years as to whether Socialism could 
or could not be established in a single coun- 
try in the midst of a capitalist world. Mr. 
Florinsky shows that this issue became 
acute after the death of Lenin in 1924, and 
that for some years it was fought out by 
the adherents of Stalin and of Trotzky. 

There is a whole library of controversial 
literature. The thing was debated with the 
utmost volubility, with hot passion, and with 
tiresome pedantry. But in the end, Stalin 
won. In 1929, Trotzky went into exile, and 
his adherents lost their influence. Since that 
time, the energies of Stalin have been con- 
centrated upon the upbuilding of Russia, 
and the foreign policy of Litvinoff has be- 
come one of assuring peace on the fron- 
tiers and of expanding foreign trade. 

This does not mean that the Third Inter- 
national has been formally renounced. But, 
as Mr. Filorinsky points out, “It has suf- 
fered a complete eclipse.” No congress has 
been called since 1928. Its permanent or- 
ganization continues to exist, but interest 
in it has fallen off. There is an executive 
committee. In the autumn of 1932, it held 


its twelfth plenary session ,and produced 
a series of “theses and resolutions” on the 
subject of world revolution. Izvestia, the of- 
ficial newspaper of the Soviet Government, 
did not even print them. Pravda, the organ 
of the Communist party, did pwblish them, 
“oddly-enough, in the form of a reprint from 
L’Humanite, the organ of the French Com- 
munist party,” 

From incidents like these, and from more 
direct knowledge, close observers like Wal- 
ter Duranty and Ralph W. Barnes and oth- 
ers have reached the conclusion that, while 
the Bolsheviks cannot formally renounce 
their revolutionary rhetoric, to the present 
rulers of Russia the doctrine of world revo- 
lution is a sentimental memory, a consider- 
able embarrassment and, in practice, a dead 
letter. 

a * * 

All this, however, would not be conclusive 
were it not for the evidence of Russian 
pacifism to be found in Soviet foreign pol- 
icy. Russia has borrowed considerable sums 
of money to finance imports. So far as I 
know, there has never been any question 
raised as to her good faith in the fulfillment 
of contracts. But even more impressive than 
that is the way in which Russia has cleaned 
up her relations with Poland and with all 
the other border states, from Finland to 
Turkey. The treaty signed in London last 
July is the clearest non-aggression treaty 
that has been formulated since the war. 
It is far more realistic and definite than 
the Kellogg pact. 

What matters is that the states closest to 
Russia, and therefore most threatened if 
Russia is aggressive, have taken this treaty 
seriously and rely upon it. So have the 
French. . These nations cannot afford to 
delude themselves, and if they have confi- 
dence in the pacific aims of the present Rus- 
sian regime, we who are so far away have 
every reason for giving weight to their judg- 
ment. . 

In broad outline, this may be assumed to 
be the background of fact which has caused 
the administration to open negotiations. 
The chief objection to recognition has mani- 
festly been reduced, even if it is not abso- 
lutely eliminated. The positive advantages 
of recognition are many. Russia is the great 
Power which lies between the two danger 
spots of the modern world—in Eastern Asia 
and in Central Europe. If Russia wants 


peace, and it is plain that shé doés, then it 


is of great advantage to the world that she 
should be encouraged to act as a responsi- 
ble world Power interested in the mainten- 
ance of peace, 


. ? ° 
American recognition can have no direct - 


influence upon Russian policy; but it would 
undoubtedly add sonie reinforcement to 
those who, like Stalin and Litvinoff, are in- 
terested in Socialism for Russia, in peace 
and trade outside of Russia. 

Recognition would presumably be the pre 
lude to a policy of active encouragement of 
Russo-American trade. How much trade can 
be financed I do not know. But it is clear 
that, in theory at least, Russia is the great- 
est new potential market calling for the 
kind of goods that our industry most urg- 
ently needs to sell.

Boycotting Germany 


From the Texas Weekly. 


HE proposed boycott of German goods, 
7 adopted by the American Federation ot 
Labor at its reeent convention, is based on 
certain acts and policies of the Nazi Gov 
ernment toward the labor unions of Ger 
many. The report presented to the conven- 
tion cited an array of facts with respect 
to the persecution of labor leaders and the 
forcible suppression of the labor organiza- 
tions which is damning and not to be de- 
fended. 

The American Federation of Labor wou 
have been justified in adopting the most 
scathing resolutions in condemnation of 
these acts and policies. Whether an active 
boycott of German goods in retaliation 15 
justified is quite another matter, however, 
But whether justified or not from the stand- 
point of the indefensible character of those 
acts and policies, it is certain, we think, that 
a systematic boycott of German goods by 
the people of the United States would result 
in more injury to the United States than to 
Germany. Germany habitually buys mud 
more from the United States than the Unite 
States buys from Germany. Our exports to 
Germany are never less than 50 per cent 
more than our imports from Germany and 
in some recent years we have sold Germany 
twice as much as we bought from that 
country. ‘ 

Now, aside from the question of whether 
Germany would retaliate by boycotting 
American goods, it is certain that whatever 
reduces the sale of German goods within the 
United States also reduces German pur 
chasing power within the United States. 1 
we buy less from Germany, whether as thé 
result of a boycott or for any other reason, 
Germany will have no choice, regardless 0! 
inclination, but to reduce its purchases from 
us. A reduction of our exports to Germany 
will be just that. much reduction in the d& 
mand for our products, and it will tend [0 
retard recovery and check re-employmens 
at least to that extent. To the degree that 
such a boycott is successful and to the de 
gree that it is felt in Germany, to that © 
gree at least it will he felt in the Unite 
States. 

Now, the object of such a boycott must 
be to injure Germany. But it cannot injure 
Germany without injuring the United States. 
Moreover, whatever injury it inflicts upon 
Germany will be felt most keenly and most 
certainly by the working people of Germany, 
in whose interest the American Federation 
of Labor is proposing the boycott. And bY 
the same token, any injury to the foreig® 
trade of the United States that may re* 
will be felt most keenly by the masses © 
the country, including members of the ©" 
stituent unions of the American Federation 
of Labor. Such a boyéott would merey 
demonstrate again that boycotts are alway! 
stupid. .

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NO MINOR CITY 
READY FOR BiG 
CIRCUIT, HEAD 
OF LEAGUE SAYS

William Harridge, president of 
the American League, is ready and 
willing to help in solving the prob- 
lem of what to do with the St. 
Louis Browns, and there is no rea- 
son to fear that the club will be 
taken away from St. Louis, he said 
last night, before departing for Chi- 
cago, after attending the funeral 
services of Philip DeCatesby Baill. 

_Harridge, stating that he expect- 
ed to be in St. Louis again soon, 
intimated that he thought it prob- 
able that the family of Mr. Ball 
would want to confer with him on 
the affairs of the club. However 
he made it plain that he had not 
volunteered his services, pointing 
out that the family might consider 
that no problem existed. 

“Mr. Ball was a splendid busi- 
ness man as well as one of the 
world’s greatest sportsmen,” Har- 
ridge said. “Undoubtedly he made 
provisions for the conduct of the 
Browns after his passing. However, 
if advice is solicited I will be eager 
to give whatever assistance I can.” 


League Must Approve Transfer. 

Harridge said that the rules of 
the major leagues required that 
any salé of a club be approved by 
the organiaztion, this provision hav- 
ing been made to prevent undesir- 
able persons from obtaining control 
of a franchise. 

“Until I know whether Mr. Ball 
made any provisions for the con- 
duct of the club,” Harridge ex- 
plained, “it would be premature for 
me to make any statement. But I 
see no likelihood of the Browns 
being taken away from St. Louis. 
Such a move would require the 
unanimous consent of all the league 
club owners, including that of the 
owners of the club involved. Then, 
too, it is unlikely that any National 
League club would consent to shar- 
ing patronage with an American 
League team. It would require the 
unanimous consent of National 
League owners to move an Ameri- 
ean League club into a National 
League city. 

No Minor League City Suitable. 

“No, I do not think just now of 
any minor league city which I 
would consider ready for big league 
baseball, And if such a move were 
considered desirable, the territory 
would have to be purchased from 
the minor league involved, and 
there might be objections in that 
quarter to giving up a desirable 
city.” 

Major league magnates, who at- 
tended the funeral services yester- 
day afternoon, éxpressed keen in- 
terest in the question of what would 
happen to the Browns, but none 
cared to make any suggestion. All 
will await eagerly the filing of Mr. 
Ball's will, which may constitute 
the answer to the question.

NON-RESIDENT 
RING AND MAT 
PROMOTERS HIT 
BY RULE CHANGE 


Promoters from other cities ‘who 


want to invade St. Louis boxing or 
wrestling fields, will first have to 


establish a Missouri residence for a 
period of one year, according to a 
rule passed by the State Boxing and 
Wrestling Commission, at a’ meet- 
ing held here last Friday. <An- 
nouncement of the commission's ac- 
tion in this and other particulars 
were withheld until today at the re- 
quest of Chairman Chester Brewer 
of Columbia, Mo. 

Besides the rule mentioned, the 
commission altered the laws regu- 
lating the authority of the referée 
in the ring and also changed the 
rules regarding ticket admissions 


will be subject to reversal by the 
commissioner or official represent- 
ing him. The old rules, drawn by 
Harry Sharpe, provided that the 
referee be in complete charge of all 
bouts, subject to the control of the 
commission. The commission in- 
serted a clause which definitely 
confers on its representative the 
right to reverse the ruling of the 
referee for cause. 

“The old rule seems sufficient,” 
commented Commissioner Seneca 
Taylor of St. Louis, “but just to 
avoid all argument, we made the 
commission’s rights definite. The 
reason for it was that in Chicago, 
after the Londos-Savoldi wrestling 
match, the commission wanted to 
reverse Referee Bob Managoff’s de- 
cision, but did not have the author- 
ity under its own rules. We have 
made our right in this respect iron- 
clad.” 

The commission also established 
a minimum ticket price for boxing 
and wrestling shows of 40 cents in 
cities of over 10,000 population. It 
also changed the pass rule so that 
there will henceforth be 300 tickets 
available which are not subject ‘to 


Legislators Object to Tax. 

“So many complaints were re- 
ceived from members of the State 
Legislature ‘and other officials, to- 
gether with some of the newspa- 
pers, against having to pay the tax, 
that we felt it necessary to provide 
for them,” Taylor explained. 

Commissioner Taylor, comment- 
ing on the bill introduced yesterday 
in the State Legislature increasing 
the State’s perecntage of the gross 
receipts from boxing shows from 5 
to 25 per cent, said: 

“That tax is excessive and is like- 
ly to do harm to both boxing and 
wrestling. Promoters can’t operate 
under a tax of that size.” 

All members of the commission 
were at the meeting and _ the 
changes were voted for unanimous- 
ly. Those present were Commis- 
sioner Taylor of St. Louis, Commis- 
sioner R. F. Smalley of Kansas 
City, Chairman Chester Brewer of 
Columbia and Secretary Robert 
Mundorf.

Erspamer, Washington Guard, 
One of the Biggest“ Little 
Men in Valley Football Ranks 


“Sure, you’re talking about -Gus 
Erspamer,” Coach Conzelman 
grinned yesterday evening when he 
was asked to say a few words 
about that smallest man on his line. 
“You’re right. He’s always among 
the ‘first ones here every evening. 
You never hear a grunt or a groan 
out of him. He’s played through 
all our tough games, except for a 
couple of minues in the Illinois and 
Chicago contests, when I took him 
out to give somebody else a chance 
to smell smoke. I can’t remem- 
ber the team ever having to take 
time out for him. 

An Unusual Lad. 


“Certainly it’s unusual for a man 
to play guard when he weighs only 
158 pounds. But Erspamer is an 
unusual boy. He’s bucked many a 
tackle weighing from 20 to 40 
pounds more than he does and he’s 
given many of them a beating. No, 
I wouldn’t say he was the greatest 
guard I ever saw under 160 pounds, 
because I saw Metzger. But [ll 
say he is one of the best. And if 
you ask ‘my ‘friend Gale Bullman, 
who never exaggerated in his life, 
he’ll tell you that Erspamer ‘fs bet- 
ter than any guard that Chicago 
or Illinois ever showed on Francis 
Field.” 

Erspamer being a senior at Wash- 
ington University, it is high time 
that somebody said a few kind 
words about him. Gus is of Italian 
parentage, but born in the United 
States. He attended high school at 
Gillespie, Ill., and was a guard as 
a high school football player. And 
when Gus had ambitions to go to 
college, nobody had to arrange for 
any athletic scholarships. Gus took 
care of that. He ranked third in a 
class of more than 90 graduates and 
received a scholarship to Washing- 
ton University because of his fine 
work in the class room. 

During his four years at Wash- 
ington, Erspamer has worked in 
the university dining room for his 
meals. Nobody ever has to worry 
‘about his grades. He is studying 
chemical engineering, which is a 
tough course, so help me formulae, 
elements and precipitates, but it’s 
unusual for him to get less than a 
B and the only thing better than a 
B is an A. And Erspamer has 
polled down enough of those in 
three years to make it common- 
place. 

Erspamer is considered one of the 
smartest men in the Washington 
line. He is 2. wizard at diagnosing 
opponent’s plays and the result is 
that he makes more tackles than 
men on the Washington line weigh- 
ing 40 pounds more than he does.

DEGLINES SHARPLY 


National Average Drops More 


Than 8 Points—Buying on 
Hand-to-Mouth Basis. 


By the Associated Press. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 25.—Following the 


completion of shipments ayainst third 
quarter contracts, steel buying has revert. 
ed to a hand-to-mouth basis. Consumers 
generally have built up their stocks and in 
some cases have enough material, at the 
present rate of operations, to last them 
through the fourth quarter. The growth 


of inventories has been accompanied by 
a siackening of consumption ascribable to 
seasonal influences or to labor disturb 
ances, says “Iron Age.’ 


“Both factors have been at work in the 


automobile industry, where curtailment of 
output has been so sharp that the month's 
total will be nearer 130,000 than 145.000 
units, as originally estimated. Wo volume 
buying of steel by the automotive trade is 
looked for until late in the year. 


“With support from the motor car indus-

When They Go to Buy New Shoes 


RUNE S buy shoes for com- 
R fort and’ blondes buy for ap- 
pearances. . 

So say St. Louis shoe salesmen, 
who also reveal that women’s feet 
are growing longer. This has been 
attributed to the fact that they are 
more athletic now. They are wear- 
ing more narrow lasts, too, and the 
larger sizes in women’s shoes are 
practically always sold in black. 
It isn’t at all uncommon ‘to sell as 
high as size 12 to St. Louis women. 

The trite phrase about “people 
shdking in their shoes” simply 
couldn’t apply if the wearer's 
shoes fit him properly, according to 
the shoe salesmen, who assert that 
when a customer trustingly thrusts 
forth a be-stockinged foot to try on 
a shoe, the salesman may read his 
fortune on his foot. 


And here’s a laugh on the men. 
Clerks assure us that it is a great 
deal more trouble to fit men than 
women, because of greater vanity 
concerning their feet. Why, there’s 
a young man in St. Louis who 
should wear size 12% in_ shoes. 
Nevertheless, he insists upon a size 
10%. 

Ever since the days when our 
venerable ancestors first donned 
sandals, superstitious people have 
believed that if one pulled on the 
left shoe first, disaster would sure- 
ly follow. Now, shoes are packed 
in boxes so that the right one may 
be taken out first. 

One salesman says that about 90 
per cent of his customers have 


larger left feet than right. Usually 


the prospective customer’s thinks 
that the left shoe fits tighter mere-

ly because the right one has been 
tried on more. 

And there’s even more to this 
story, for a manufacturer asserts 
that if a person possessed only one 
of every width and length in a cer- 
tain pattern of shoe, he would 
have a wardrobe of 121 pairs of 
shoes. 

Women, according to clerks, come 
nearer wearing the right size than 
men and are less sensitive to their 
fit in shoes. Size 7% is perhaps the 
best seller in women’s shoes, ac- 
cording to a rather general consen- 
sus, while size 9% is the most popu- 
lar size for men. 

Psychology and the weather go 
hand-in-hand in the shoe business, 
for in the fall rainy weather is a 
boon, and in the spring, a detri- 
ment. This is because in the spring 
the prospective customers are 
thinking of light and airy whites 
and tans, and when the rain begins 
to fall their ardor is considerably 
dampened. But during fall rains, 
when people are wading about in 
last summer’s sandals, they think 
with delight of the heavier, rain- 
proof shoes of the fall. With that 
in mind, they flock to the shoe 
stores. 

One well-known St. Louis store 
now carries 10 different lines of 
shoes, whereas a few years ago it 
carried two. This is due to the fact 
that now people are more “shoe- 
minded,’ and a dealer must be 
ready for any demand. 

And about 15 years ago, its buy- 
ers made two stock purchases a 
year, one in the spring, the other 
in the fall. Now this store orders 


shoes three times a week.
